ITH his new term, Mayor 
Kiel will begin the long- 
est period of service which 
any chief executive of the City 
of St. Louis has ever had. 
Before the charter of 1876 
was adopted, the Mayor's term 
was one rear. The first Mayor, 
William Carr Lane, served six 
consecutive terms. 1823 to 1828, 
inclusive, and later two terms, 
1838-1839. Of the subsequent 
Mayors, up to 1876, James §&. 
Thomas had the longest period 
of service, five terms, 1864-68, 
inclusive. Since 1876 no Mayor 
has been re-elected except Rol- 
la Wells, who served two four- 
year terms, 1901 to 1909, and 
Mayor Kiel, who was elected to 
his first term in 1913, to his sec- 
ond .in 1917, and to his third 
yesterday.

KANSAS CITY. April 6¢.—In 
speech here last night.

Dr. Carrel 
has long held this theory. During the early ex- 
periments, portions of animals’ hearts were kept 
alive for months and some of them increased in 
size as much as 60 times In his experiments 
with the persistence of the life of tissue, Dr. Car- 
rel once successfully grafted the leg of a dead 
fox terrier upon a living dog. The success of the 
Carrel experiments opens an infinite realm of 
speculation, but the important point is that the 
Rockefeller Institute, in its efforts to get at the 
cause of disease, has arrived at a significant con- 
clusion about the relation of nourishment to Ife. 
How this is destined to affect the lives of men 
cannot be foreseen, for man does not live in @ 
laboratory under the watchful care of trained 
scientists, but it appears that science is making 
progress toward the solution of the mystery of 
life’s relation to its environment.
